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LABOR’S ARMY. 


They Will Make a Show of Their 
Strength To-Morrow. 


May Day to Be Observed Throughout 
Europe. 


EXTENSIVE PREPARATIONS MADE TO 
REPRESS DISORDER. 


‘Paris Officials Still Scouring the City for 
Anarchists—No Trouble Anticipated in 
the Belgian Capital—A Socialist News- 
paper Suppressed in Berlin—Centers 
of Possible Trouble — Precautionary 
Measures Taken in Rome. 


Paris, April 30.—The police are still scour- 
ing the city and its suburbs in search of An- 
archists. Last nightandthis morning they 
made a number of arrests, how many is not 
known, but it is thought that by to-night the 
greater part of the dangerous Anarchists will 
be locked up. The polce and military pre- 
cautions will not be relaxed, however. So 
extensive are the preparationsto put down 
at once any disturbance that may occur that 
the public is becoming reassured. Many per- 
sons who had made arrangements to leave 
the city to-day to remain over May Day have 
changed their minds and will now remain at 
home. 

The Government has ordered gymastic so- 
cieties having in their possession rifies fur- 
nished by the State to temporarily return 
them tothe care of the Government. The 
measure is intended as a precaution against 
disorder on May Day. 

The Figaro and Galois point out as an ex- 
ample to the persons who are preparing to 
leave this city through fear of the Anarchists, 
the action of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, who have signified theirintention of 
remaining in Paris over May Day. The pa- 
pers entreat the scared Parisians not to fly 
from the city, but to remain and bravely 
await the result of the great labor celebra- 
tion. 


AT BERLIN, 


A NEWSPAPER SUPPRESSED—CENTERS 
POSSIBLE DISTURBANCE. 


BERLIN, April 30.—At alate hour last night 
the police made a descent upon a place where 
they learned the Socialists had set up a plant 
for printing papers containing articles ofa 
seditious and strongly inflammatory 
character, The officers surrounded the 
building and pounced upon the men engaged 
in preparing the publications before a 
chance was given for analarm. The raiders 
seized a quantity of type anda number of 

‘manuscripts of articles which had been 
written for publication in a special issue on 
May Day of an organ of the Socialist party. 


As May 1 falls on Sunday large crowds will 
turn out to celebrate but no serious trouble 
is anticipated. The Socialists know that any 
disturbance of the peace Will hurt their cause 
and bring about restrictive measures. The 
police, on the other hand, having profited by 
the experience of the February riots, will be 
ready to quell any disturbance at its very 
commencement. The localities where big 
meetings will be held are the Tivoli Brewery 
on the Krenzeberg, the Bock Brewery on the 
Tempelhoferberg, and the Neue Welton. 
These three establishments are in the south- 
ern part of the city and are capable of 
holding several thousand people each. In the 
East Slips Brewery, Friedrichhain, where the 
riots started Feb. 24, the ‘‘Elysium’’ and the 
‘*Victoria Park’’ will be crowded with other 
thousands. Other great meeting places 
designated are Wedding Park, on the‘‘Jager- 
haus’’ in the North, and the ‘‘Brocken’’ in 
Northwest Berlin. Allthese places are beer 
parks and inspite ofall precautions, plente- 
ous libations may lead to more or less serious 
_trouble. In Lubeck the petition of the;work- 
‘ingmen for permission .to parade has been 
granted by the city authorities. 

The Leipsic societies will celebrate the day 
at Stotteritz, a suburb of Leipsic. They had 

lanned a procession, but the Leipsic author- 

tiles have forbidden it. The Erfurt police 
have forbidden the procession anu the un- 
folding of red flags in public places. The 
Nurembourg Socialists will move in proces- 
sion from the hall place to the ‘‘Shoemakers’ 
Celiar,’’ where the ceremonies are to take 
place. 
The Prussian authorities are determined to 
prohibit public processions and the display of 
red fagsand will try to disperse any such 
processions by force. 

The ist of May will be celebrated in Berlin 
by meetings in various breweries and public 
halis.. Speechmaking, singing by socialistic 
musical societies, and general fraternization 
will be the order of the day. No public pro- 
cessions are proposed nor will any be tol- 
erated by the police.

EXPLOSION IN ROME. 


ANARCHISTS ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP THE PALACE 
OF PRINCE MASSIMO. 


Rome, April 30.—Great excitement was 
caused this morning by the announcement 
that an attempt had been made after mid- 
hight to blow up the palace of Prince Massi- 
mo, one of the most ancient and noblest 
houses ofItaly. The Massimo family were 
noble even in the days before the Roman 
Empire, and they ciaim descent from the 


great republican, Fabius Maximus. They 
a@re strong Catholics and good friends of the 
Jesuits. he outrage wasdoubtless planned 
cers The only injury was to the vesti- 
Jule and to some servants, who were not 
fatally hurt. 

Forty Anarchists have been arrested in 

Florence. Inthe City of Carrara, where the 
great marble quarries are situated, thirty 
arrests were made last evening. Kight men 
have been taken into custodyin the city of 
Rimini, while many others have been seized 
in the cities of Ravenna, Ancona and 
Bologna. ‘twelve men were arrested in this 
» City last evening, making a total of forty- 
eight prisoners. The police have also seized 
the entire issue ofa new paper published in 
the interests of Anarchists and bearing the 
title of the First of May. 
' Thousands of the Anarchists of this city 
propose to-morrow to visit the grave of Pis- 
citello, one of their number, who was shot 
and killed by the troops in the rioting in the 
Piazza Santa Crole last May. They will not 
be allowed to carry out their intention, how- 
ever, forthe authorities have given orders 
that the cemetery is which Piscitello ts buried 
be closed until Tuesday. There is no truth 
whatever in the reports published in the 
Paris Figaro that Anarchists have blown up 
the Town Halil at Taranto. 


BRUSSELS PREPARED. 


HO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED IN THE BELGIAN 
CAPITAL. 


BRUSSELS, April 30.—Very general prepara- 
tions have been made throughout Belgium for 
the celebration of May Day. Reports from 
the various industrial centers of the country 
indicate that the labor organizations will de- 
vote the day to meetings, parades, etc. 
These, it is believed, will be of an entirely 
peaceful nature. 

In most places no special measures have 
been taken by the police. The authorities 
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gian Socialist party, in an interview with a 
press representative, said: 

‘*The celebration of May Vay this year in 
Belgium will bave much importance. Asa 
result of the action of the Labor Congress 
held some weeks ago, the character of the 
demonsiration will be two-fold. In the first 
place, it wiil have an international character 
and its object will be to demand the estab- 
lishment of a normal day oflabor. Secondly, 
in view of the present political condition of 
our country, the demonstration will at the 
Same time have as an object to show to the 
powers that be that the people more than 
ever demand universal suffrage. Meetings, 
conferences, etc., have been organized by 
the hundred in the industrial cities and cen- 
ters of the country; vast numbers of mani- 
festos and propagandist pamphlets have been 
published in both languages and have been 
widely distributed, 

‘*It is noteworthy that the Typographical 
Union, which never heretofore participated 
in May Day celebrations has decided this 
year to take part officially. The great federa- 
tion of mutual benefit societies in Brussels, 
which count nearly 1,500 members, have like- 
wise decided to join in the celebration. 

**It is unnecessary to say that the demon- 
stration will be pacific. The laboring classes 
have learned how much they have gained by 
remaining calm, atthe sametime being firm 
and energetic. Itisthis that brought about 
the revision of the constitution, as Pariia- 
ment did not daretoresistthem. By their 
firmness they will force upon the country 
universal suffrage. It will be vastly better, 
from a conservative point of view, that uni- 
versal suffrage should be freely granted to- 
day than it should be seized to-morrow after 
further crises.’’ 

It is possible that the authorities may not 
permit a demonstration at Liege, where in 
1886 the signal for disorder was given. In 
any event, the Mayor of Liege will have 
the entire force of military under arms on 
the ist of May. The principal demon- 
stration will take place at La 
Louviere. At the place Des Martyrs at 
La Louviere, as also on the plain of 
Ten Bosche, at Brussels, the labor party has 
erected large stands for speakers, as is done 
on similar occasions in England. At least 
850,000 people in the entire country will take 
part, made up of all classes of laboring peo- 
ple, while in previous years the 120,000 miners 
have been almost the only ones to celebrate 
the day. 


AT LIBERTY. | 


Ferdinand Ward Released From Sing Sing 
Prison To-Day. 

SING SING, N. Y., April 30.—Ferd Ward. was 
released from Sing Sing prison at9o’clock 
this morning. Whena party of newspaper 
men went tothe prison atan early hour they 
were met by anarmed guard at the entrance 
to the Warden’s office. The guards were 
armed with shotguns, the same _ as 
at the time of the electrical execu- 
tions. They stated they had _ strict 


orders toallow noone to enter the prison. 
Shortly before 9 o’clocK a fast team drove up 
in front of the warden’s office and remained 
there until Ward came out. He was accom- 
panied tothe door of the office by Warden 
Brown and Chief Keeper Connaughton. He 
shook hands with them, bidding them fare- 
well, and then stepped briskly to the carriage 
and was soon being whirled in the direction 
of the railroad station. Ward’s carriage 
had a very fast team and the newspaper men 
who attempted to follow him in common 
country hacks were left far behind. Ward, 
who was alone, was dressed ina fashionable 
dark suit. Itissaidtohave been the same 
he wore twhen he first entered the prison 
over six years agoto begin his term, After 
Ward had left the prison the armed guard 
was withdrawn and persons having business 
with the warden were admitted to his office 

The prison officials said that the reason the 
armed guard was established In front of the 
Warden’s offee wasto prevent any demon- 
stration of any kind when Ward came out of 
the prison. Warden Brown thought possibly 
thata big crowd would be in front of his 
office, butin this he was mistaken, as there 
was comparatively few persons there aside 
fromthe newspaper men. Warden Brown 
said that Ward did not care to make any 
statement for publication and was anxious to 
get away from the prison without seeing the 
newspaper men. 


RETURNED TO LIFE. 


A Supposed Dead Man Writes a Letter to 
His Friends. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 30.—Fourteen years 
ago Charles Edwards Eichelberger left his 
home in Middletown, VPa., and went west, 
where he dropped the name of Eichelberger 
and wrote to his friends in the East over the 
name of Charles Edwards. Why hechanged 
hisname nobody knows. Afew weeks ago 
his sister, Mrs. John Zimmerman, receiveda 
dispatch announcing his death, She sent 
funds to have his remains brought to Middle- 


town at an expense of $240. They were buried 
andthe family mourned the manas dead. 
This week the step-father, John Matthias, re- 
ceived a letter fromthe alleged dead son, 
asking for information from home and stating 
that he had not hada letterfor sometime. 
lhe theory isthat another Charles Edwards 
at Creede, Col., obtained Eicheloerger’s mail 
and was found dead with one of Mrs, Zimmer- 
man’s letters on his personf 


FIGHTING IT OUT, 


Rival Railways Struggle for a Right of 
Way. 

ForT DonGe, Io., April 30.—A railway war

Roadmaster Creiger, of the Mason 
oe was hit on the head with a slab and 
badly hurt. A Crooked Creek freight train 
that came along during the squabble was 
ditched. Traflic is at astandstill and will re- 
main so ubDtil the case can be decided by the 
courts. 


CREMATED. 


A Buddhist Funeral Ceremony at Los 
Angeles. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., April 80.—The first 
Buddhist cremation in this country took place 
here yesterday when the body ofeByron 
Adonis, one of the Most advanced adepts of 
the Circle of Theosophists, or more properly 
speaking, Buddhists, was incinerated at the 
crematory in Rosedale Cemetery, with the 
ceremonies attending a Buddhist funeral. 
President Beltman,a member of the theosoph- 
ical propaganda, at the request of the 
Buddhists solemnly received a portion of the 
Gathas-Yasna XLIII. Fires had been main- 


tained inthe furnace for forty-eight hours 
forthe remains to consume entirely. The 
ashes were then gathered up and taken into 
the open fields and scattered to the four winds 
so that no man should know where they had 
gone.

SIX BODIES FOUND. 


All the Missing by the Philadelphia 
Fire Accounted For. 


THE SEARCH FOR OTHER POSSIBLE VIC- 
TIMS CONTINUED. 


Four Men Killed by the Derailing of a 
Construction Train in Montana—Fatal 
Boiler Explosion—Blew Out the Gas— 
Schooner and Crew Given Up for Lost 
—Casualties. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 30.—At 3 o’clock 
this morning the body of the sixth and last 
member of the ‘‘Devil’s. Auction’’ Company, 
who lost their lives in the Central Theater 
fire on Wednesday night, was recovered from 
the ruins, Allthe members of the company 
are now accounted for, and the work of 
searching the ruins for possible victims 
among the audience is being proceeded with. 
By the light of half a dozen electric lamps the 
work was proceeding all last night. Atl 
o’clock the body of Thomas Lorello, the 
gymnast, was found. It was dread- 
fully burned and was only identified 
by a pair of rubbers on the 
feet. At 1:30 another body was found 
near that of Sarah Goldman, the bailet girl, 
but this was identified by a few tufts of black 
hair that was still remaining on the shriv- 
elled skull, as the body of Danseuse Vencen- 
cina Chitten. From 9:30 o’clock the search 
was continued. At that time the search was 
being prosecuted among the debris that filled 
what was formerly a Darrow passage that 
ran beneaththe stage intothe auditorium, 
directly beyond the proscenium arch and be- 
neath what wasthe parquette circle, three 
bodies lying close together were found, Cut 
off by the fames from the exits in the rear, 
the three unfortunates had evidently tried 
to make their escape by the way of 
the front. Before they could emerge from 
the passage they must have been overcome 
by the smoke and fromthat became inseéns!- 
bie. The work of exnhnuming the three bodies 
from the mass of bricks, charred timbers 
and twisted gas pipe was slow, and it was an 
hour before they lay side by side in coffins. 
Although greatly shrunken and badly baked 
by the heat of the bricks that had covered 
them, the bodiesjwere in a much better con- 
dition than any ofthe others recovered. Be- 
fore they were carried away they were 
identified as those of Wm. L. Brooks, the 
leading man of the company, Miss Fanchon 
Conyers, the juvenile lady, and Miss Sarah 
Goldman, a coryphee, the two latter being 
residents of Chicago. 


FOUR MEN KILLED, 


FATAL RESULTS OF THE DITCHING OF A CON- 
STRUCTION TRAIN. 


BANNER FERRY, Moat., April 30.—A con- 
struction trainon the Great Northern was 
ditched near here yesterday morning. At- 
tached to the train were large boarding cars 
containing railroad laborers, fourof whom 
were instantly killed. One man is missing 
and others are tInjured. Company surgeons 
were tmmediately sent to the wreck. The 
accident was caused by a pair of trucks 
jumping the track just ahead of the boarding 
car, 


GIVEN UP FOR LOST. 

SAULT STE. MARIF, Mich., April 30.—No 
further trace can be found of the missing 
schooner.Fleonara, which broke away from 
the steamer Glendary on the north shore of 
Lake Superior off Peninsula Harbor in 
Thursday’s great gale. It is now deemed 
certain that both boat and crew are lost. 
The following composed the crew of the 
aprye Capt. James E. Flemon, Mate Dan 
O’Hagah, Seamen Hugh Flemon, William 
Haskett, Thomas Clancy and John Gallagher, 
all of Kingston, Ontario. The names or the 
cook and one seaman not known. 


FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION,

were killed and four other persons were 
badly injured, reached here yesterday. The 
explosion was in the steam mill of E. W. 
Pullen, who, with his engineer and fireman 
was killed. Of the injured was a woman 
who had both legs and arms broken.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Gen. William Wells of Vermont— 
Mortuary Matters. 


New York, April 30.—Gen. Wm. Wells, one of 
the best known citizens of Vermont, who was 
prominently spoken of last year as likely to 
be the successor of Secretary of War Proctor 
in President Harrison’s cabinet, died sudden- 
ly yesterday afternoon in a Williams street 
business house. He had come tothis city on 
a business trip. Ex-Senator Edmunds, an 
old friend of Gen. Wells, took charge of the 
remains. 

Gen. Wells was born In Waterbury, Vt., 
Dec. 14, 1887. He enlisted as a volunteer at 
the outbreak of the rebellion and followed 
with distinction throughout the war. He 
was. brevetted Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers Feb. 22, 1865, and on March 30 of the 
same year was brevetted Major-General.

Boiler-Makers and Ship-Builders Coming 
to Terms. 


Boston, April 30.—A committee represent- 
ing the 2,0000r more boller-makers and iron 
ship-builders of Boston met a committee rep- 
resenting the boller and iron ship manufac- 
turers’ association yesterday and discussed 
the matter of a nine-hour work day. The 
manufacturers agreed to reduce the hours to 


nine if the men would sacrifice an hour’s pay, 
but this was not Kindly taken to. It was 
finally decided that men receiving less 
than a certain amount per day should be 
granted the reduction without loss of pay, 
while those receiving above that amount 
should sacrifice one hour’s pay and be granted 
the nine-hour day.

GOT THE NEGRO 


The Nashville Mob Take Eph Griz- 
zard Out of the Jail. 


Hanged From a Beam of the Cumber- 
land River Bridge. 


THE WORK OF THE MOB DONE AT 2 
O'CLOCK TO-DAY. 


Little Resistence Offered by the Sheriff 
and His Deputies—The Two Men Shot 
in the Attack Last Night Died This 
Afternoon — Graphic Account of the 
Mob’s Work—The Governor’s Address 
to the People. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 30, 2:30 p. m.— 
Soon afteri1o’clock this afternoon it was 
evident that the multitude of people who had 
all morning swarmed into the city meant to 
renew the attack on the jail and take out the 
negro Eph Grizzard, who they had good 
proof was one of the men who committed 
the outrage on the two young ladies near 
Goodlettsville. 

At2o’clock the mob, which seemed to be 
5,000 strong so dense was the crowd on the 
streets, again moved towards the jail. The 
attack was quick and soon over. Apparently 
with little resistance on the part of 
the officers, the inside of the prison 
was gained, andina few moments the lead- 
ers emerged with Grizzard in their midst. 

‘‘Put a rope around his neck,’’ was 
shouted by thousands. 

It was done, and with one accord the crowd 
moved down the street to the river. 

‘*‘To the bridge with him,’’ was thecry, 
and the mob headed for the bridge over the 
Cumberland. 

When the briuge was reached the negro 
with little time for preparation for his doom 
was swung off from a beam,and his body filled 
with the contents of Winochesters and shot 
guns. 

LAST NIGHT’S ATTACK. 

At 10 o’clock last night it was noticed that 
an unusually large number of men from the 
country were inthecity. Oninquiry it was 
learned that the citizens of Goodlettsville had 
decided that Eph Grizzard was the one with 


.Henry Grizzard (the latter already hanged) 


who had committed the assault on the Bruce 
girls. 

Jailer Wilson dispatched Constable Allen 
for Sheriff Hill, who arrived about 12:15 a. m. 
Just before 1 o’clock Sheriff Hill returned, 
after having taken a reconnoitering trip out- 
side. He estimated the crowd at about two 
hundred. As the clock struck i two signifi- 
cant whistles were heard. Ati;05.0’clock a 
loud yell was heard coming m up the 
street. 

**Here they come,’’ said someone inside the 
jail. He was right, as two or three hundred 
men were seen coming down the street. Chief 
Clack immediately detailed all his available 
men tocometothe jall. As soon as the head 
of the mobreached the jail gate an impert- 
tive ring of the bell sounded, but admittance 
was refused. A dozen men were on the fence, 
but those who had already gotten over broke 
the lock of the gate. The leader, a middle- 
aged man, wearing a slouch hat, broke wide 
open the wooden gate and yelled to the 
crowd, ‘‘Come in here!’’ 

THE ROPE READY. 

The crowd then sufgedin with a whoop. 
One man had aropeinhis hand, anothera 
sledge-hammer. Noneof them were dis- 
guised. Acall was made for Sheriff Hill. 
He appeared and the leader told him the 
crowd wanted to get at leastone of those 
negroes. 

‘*T can’t let you have any of them,’’ 
the Sheriff. 

‘*Well, Bill, we don’t want to hurt you, but 
we will have that negro.’’ 

‘*‘T ask you not to take him,’’ said the 
Sheriff. 

‘*If you won’t give him to us, there ts a 
way wecan get him. We will break the door 
down. We will have to get tools to do it 
witb, but it’s only a question of time.’’ 

The man with a hammer then began to 
batter on the outside doorto the cell. Blow 
after blow was given witha will. The crowd 
did not betray any excitement. No firearms 
were seen, though, of course, every man was 
armed. 

Rising above the blows ofthe sledge ham- 
mer rang the cries of ‘‘Remember our 
homes,’’ ‘‘Think of our wives and our 
mothers.’’ 

The blows made no more impression than 
if they were beating witha sand bag, and at 
1:30 o’clock they grew tired of their work. 

The jail officers stood or walked about, but 
the jailer was conspicuously absent, and it 
is thought he had the keys in his possession. 

Cries of ‘‘Our mothers and our daughters!’’ 
continued to ring out and the confusion in 
the corridor and offices had reached an up- 
roar. 

‘*The Keys! the keys!’’ the mob shouted. 

It was the opinion of the conservative 
spectators that the policemen could without 
the least difficulty have scattered the crowd 
in two minutes. 

At 2 o’clock the doors were shut and the 
jail was guiet. 

GOV. BUCHANAN ARRIVES. 

At 1:45 Gov. Buchanan and Adjt.-Gen. Nor- 
man, who had been awakened, made their 
way into the jail. The Governor mounted 
the crowded steps and called out to the mob, 
yelling ‘‘keys’’ and called them to order. 

He was unable to make himself heard, and 
he then pressed his way into the. excited 
throng around the door. He attempted to 
speak, but his voice was drowned in the 
frenzy of yells for ‘‘keys,’’ ‘‘to the work; let 
us have them.’’ 

The Governor said: ‘*I promise you that the 
law shall be vindicated.’ 

‘*‘The law is too slow. We won’t wait; we 
must have Eph Grizzard to-night.’’ 

‘‘Gentlemen,’’ said the Governor, ‘‘there 
is none more anxious to vindicate the law 
thanl. I pledge you my word that justice 
shall be done.’’ 

‘*But, Governor, there was a sick child 
there who had been sick fortwo weeks, and 
they went there. Would you want your 
friends treated that way?’’ 

‘*‘lappeal to you as your Governor to de- 
sist. Phave a wife and children, and I swear 
to you that justice shall be done.’’ 

Tbe words of the Governor were useless. 
A wan with a crowbar arrived. He was 
greeted with yells. 

‘Break it open,’’ ‘To the work,’’ were the 
cries, 

The crow-bar was applied to the iron door 
and halt a dozen men :grabbed hold of it. 
Gov. Buchanan grabbed the crow-bar and by 
main strength held it back fora moment, but 
was overpowered. He t retired into a 
corner room. The mob was successful, 
however. At 2:260’clock the mob was rein- 
forced and began battering with axes, clubs 
etc. The police then stood firm and beat 
them back with clubs. Then a shot was fired 
from without. This was returs by 
the officers. Noone inside was hurt, thouga 
several shots zed the clothes of officers. 
A man named N, L. Guthrie came to the door 
and said he was wounded ted to be

the prisoners, they said they would not an- 
swer that, but that they would surely han 
Eph sooner or later. During the fusillade 
Charley Rear was also shot. His wound is 
serious. 

At 11:30 to-day news was received here that 
there were small armies at Madison 
and Edgefield Junction, awaiting the order 
to come to Nashville. ‘The Goodlettsville mob 
have stopped five miles from the city; 
4,000 countrymen from that section arein 
town. Two men have made incend 
speeches on the same square, Offering to lea 
the mob. An attack is feared this afternoon 
on the jail. 

As the Gay wears on the outlook grows more 
ominous; 5,000 armed menare walkingabout 
fora leader to makea 
second attack on the jail, which will come 
inevitably sometime this afternoon, more 
hg ee o atdusk. When the attack comes 
the police force, about 100 strong, will be 
powerless in the hands of the infuriated mob, 

BOTH MEN DEAD. 

Both men, Rear and Guthrie, who were 
shot in the fusilade last night, are dead. 

Gov. Buchanan has two military com panies 
under reserve who will be ordered out if the 
attack is made. 

Five hundred men are now standing at the 
head of Front street looking down toward the 
jail,and allthat keeps them back is a rope 
stretched across the street, with ten police- 
men in the front. 

At the foot of Front street are 300 men look- 
ing up to the jail, while the public. square is 
packed. Noattack is feared, however, untli 
evening. Rumor has it that squads are 
marching in from six surrounding towns 
with double-barreled shotguns, If an attack. 
is made it will take twelve hours to enter the 
three steel walls of tie jail.

BRUSSELS, April 80.—Many inquiries have 
been made to ascertain if possible who it was 
that fought the duel with the Englishman, 
Mr. Harry Vane Milbank. The report printed 
in America that the other principal in the 
affair wag the Duc de Morny has been effect-. 
ually disposed of, and there was, so far as 
can be learned, no reason why his name 
was connected with it except that he was in 
a way mixed up with the Drayton-Borrowe 
matter. The Independence Belge to-day says 
that it has investigated the affair and has 
learned enough to be able to state that the 
Duc de Morny had nothing to do 
with the duel. It adds that 
though the name of Mr. Milbank’s opponent 
has not yet been made public, there is every 
reason to believe that the fight grew out of a 
personal quarrel, in which no one but Mfl- 
bank and the other were concerned. A re- 
porter saw the Duke in Paris, apparently not _ 
suffering from any wound. De Morny said 
he had not fought with Milbank ana did not 
apprehend a hostile meeting with him, The 
duel was brought about by causes re , 
the Borrowe-Drayton affair. After the meet- 
ing between Fox and Borrowe on Saturday 
Milbank came to Brussels (the others going — 
on from Ostend to London) and put up at the 
Grand Hotel. On Monday he dined in the 
Hotel Cafe. The story of the hotel is that 
near his table sat twu Frenchmen, at another 
table, who spent most of their time making 
insulting remarks about Englishmen, which 
were obviously intended for Milbank’s 
ears. He paid no attention to them until 
they came out of the cafe, when he met them 
inthe court-yard of the hotel and slapped 
the face of one of them. 

The result was a challenge and the meeting 
of the two on the identical spot where Fox and 
Borrowe exchanged shots last Saturday. The 
conditions were the same as on that occa- 
sion. There were also two shots at tweive 
paces, Milbank shot his opponent through 
the hip at the first fire, and he was carried at 
once toa yaclit owned by a friend that lay 
off the coast accompanted by his surgeon and 
seconds. Milbank and his seconds, 
De L’Estrange and Tournier, Belgian gontle- 
men, returned at once to Brussels. It is not 
known how seriously the wounded man fs in- 
Jured,asno report has been received as yet 
from the yacht, which sailed toward the 
French coast. The surgeon feared, how- — 
ever, after his Inspection of the wound, that 
it was dangerous.

Finally Succumbs. 


ACASE WHICH HAS PUZZLED THE MED- 
| ICAL FRATERNITY. 


He Preferred Death to an Operation Which 
Might Have Saved His Life—A Oase of 
Youthful Depravity—Beat a Police- 
man’s Son—New Warrants Issued—Po- 


lice News. 


Frank Tesson, the young man who was 
‘taken to the City Hospital from O’Neill’s 
Hotel, opposite the Union Depot, with a 
bullet in his brain onthe 23d of March, died 
‘atthe hospital this morning. His case has 
‘attracted a good deai of attention on account 
of the mystery surrounding the man’s iden- 
‘tity at first and the circumstances of the 
shooting, as also from the fact that the ball 
penetrated the brain. It was finally 
shown that his home was in 
Wisconsin, that his name was Frank Tesson, 
that he had been on an extended spree in 
Mhicago before his arrival in St. Louis, that 
while still affected by the liquor he went out 
to Forest Park and shot himself, that he re- 
turned tothe city onan electric car of the 
Chouteau avenue branch of the Lindell line 
and gotoff at Fourteenth and Poplar streets, 
that he toid the conductor and others he had 
fallen down and hurt hinrself in the head,and 
that he applied for lodgings attwo or three 
hotels on Poplar street before getting a room 
at the O’Neill Hotel. The man was de- 
“lirlous at times for twoor three weeks 
and in his rational moments would give 
no satisfactory explanation of the shooting, 
or even tell who he was or where he came 
from, but the information wanted was finally 
drawn out of him. 

It was almost certain from the first that 
he would die, and he lived a great deal longer 
than the average man could live with 
a bullet imbedded in his brain. The doctors 
felt or thought they felt the ball in probing 
the wound and it was suggested to the 
patient that it might be extracted, but he de- 
Ccling@i to submit himself to an operation, 
saying that he would preferto die with the 
bullet in his brain torunning the risks of a 

surgical operation. The Coroner has been 
notified of Tesson’s death and will hold an in- 
quest on the body to-morrow. 


Insulted a Little Girl. 


Albert Schoenle, a young man employed at 
Royston’s drug store, on Twenty-eighth and 
‘Olive streets, was fined $100 by Judge Morris 
this morning for making an indecent pro- 
posal to a little girl of 13, living at 
(2625 Pine street.

He approached the girl, who was a 
stranger to him, asshe wason herwaytoa 
dressmaker’s on Thirty-second and Olive 
streets and followed her three or four blocks. 
Schoenle is 16 years old and belongs to an old 
and well-to-do family of this city. He was 
senttothe Work-house, as his fine was not 
paid, 


For Beating a Policeman’s Son.

The boy says 
that Hollingshed knocked him down and 
kicked him about the head, and claims that 
he then dragged him into his house at 2634 
Dixon street for the purpose of whipping 
him. Officer Bartley says that it was only 
his connection with the force that prevented 
him from thrashing Hollingshed.

They shook hands like old friends and then 
the Prince seated himself and began to tell 
about his tuture pros ects. ‘‘Yes, it’s all 
settied,’’ said he; rince Oscar has re- 
nounced his claim to the throne and 
favors me and the people are all for 
me. You see, I am the great-grandson 
of Charles XII., who never lost a battle, and 
when I become King I’m going to recover 
Finnland, That was where my grandfather, 
Marshal Petersen, Charles KXIlI’s 
general, was born. You’re well up 
history, I believe, and of course know that 
Gen. Petersen, or Duke Petersen ashe was 
called, married the King’s daughter. Well, 
this daughter was my grandmother onmy 
mother’s side. My mame, you know, 
is Vasa—Charles Vasa. I found 
all this out in some 
books I ran across out in California, I wrote 
to Prince Oscar about my claims to the 
throne and he answered that it was all right. 
He would withdraw in my favor. We are 
now in correspondence.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Investigation Before the Committee on 
Fublic Lands. 

WASHINGTON, D, C,, April 30.—The question 
of the Yellowstone Park leases was again 
investigated by the House Public 
Lands Committee this morning, Mr. 
E. O, Waters of Montana for 
four years manager of the Yellowstone Park 
Association, testifying. A letter was pro- 
duced and read to the committee by him, 
which was addressed to F. F. Oakes, of St. 
Louls, and was in substance as follows: 

‘*The party to whom the $5,000 worth of Yel- 
lowstone Park Association stock is to go 
when paid in dividendis R. ©. Rerens of St. 
Louis. Will you please have Mr. Gibson or the 


proper person notify him of the situation, 
namely that the amount is held by order of 
the Directors. My friend will propably ex- 
plain to him as fully as he desired,’’ 

A member of the committee asked wit- 
nessto whom the term ‘‘my friend’’ re- 
ferred, and witness replied that it was his 
lawyer. Witness was again asked to tell 
why the $5,000 of stock was so promised, and 
for what purpose. In answer Mr. 
Waters said he had come to Washington to 
secure certain leases from the then secretary 
of the Interior, Mr. Vilas, but had accom- 
plished nothing, and upon seeing that 
could not get anything done, 
he said to Oakes that when another 
administration came In he could get the mat- 
ter through. He acknowledged an acquaint: 
ance with Russell Harrison, and said that at 
the time he thought he might intercede in the 
matter and help him to get things 
fixed up. Upon close questioning by 
a member ofthe committee, witness said 
that the $5,000 of stock was intended for Rus- 
sell Harrison, but that neither he (Harrison) 
nor Kerens knew anything about it. Mr, 
Harrison, however, was to give his 
aid purely for the ublic good, and 
did not know the stock 
set aside for him until 
spring, when he had been told so. 
Waters further said that he had never prom- 
ised Russell Harrison the stock for his in- 
fluence, and when he was told of it, Mr. Har- 
rison ap roee much embarrassed and said 
een not have the matter done for any- 
thing 

Mr. Harrison told him, said Mr. Waters, 
that he would see Secretary Nobleand lay the 
matter before him, but whether that was 
ever done he didnot know, as Mr. Gibson 
hada come on to Washington to attend tothe 
matter, and stayed until it was concluded, 
The committee will continue the investiga- 
tion on Monday,

Bradstreet: For the week ending April 23 the 
available stocks of wheateast of the Rockies were 
61,725,875 bu, and on the Pacific coast 2,038,000 bu. 

Estimates are for another liberal decrease in the 
visible of wheat. One vear ago the decrease was 
1,363,000 buin wheat and 664,000 bu increase in 
corn. 

From 3,300 replies of correspondents In the South, 
Bradstreet’s estimates the decrease for cotton this 
year at 30@35 per centin fertilizing and 20@25 per 
cent in acreage, 

A decrease of 75,000 bu in the local stock of wheat 
and 500,000 bu in corn is probable this week. Wheat 
decreased 205,000 bu one year ago and corn in- 
creased 104,000 bu, 

The exports of wheat and flour from — coasts for 
the week were eqtal to 3,259,000 bu of wheat, 
against 3,000,000 bu the week before and 
2,300,700 bu for the corresponding week last year. 

New York clearances of wheat should be heavy 
next week, as France has sent imperative orders 
that wheat ‘bought for her account must be shipped 
by May 6, at the latest, in order to arrive before the 
import duty goes into effect on June 1. 

Jamestown, N. D.: Seeding is being greatly de- 
layed on account of cold and wet weather. No seed- 
ing and but little plowing has been done this week. 
The ground is frozen this morning and farmers are 
greatly discouraged. The bulk of seeding is -usually 
finished by this time. 

The Oregon crop report states that in the eastern 
pes? winter wheat is in good condition, but has 
ittle growth. Spring grain in some sections is up. 
while in others seeding has not been completed. In 
the West fall wheat on low lands looks sickly, while 
on high ground it is doing weil. 

The stocks of foreign wheat and flour in the 
United Kingdom have decreased 7,600,000 bu since 
Jan. 1 last, while the quantity on passage has gone 
the other way to the extent of 6,000, bu, s0 
that the quantity actually undercontrol of British 
traders is reduced only about 2,000,000 bu during 
three and a half months. 

Prime’s Crop Bulletin says: Weather conditions 
are slightly better durin ring the past week, but the 
season is backward low temperature retards 
grain. The Sorenmnane willrun below that of last 
year on winter wheat. Spring wheat not all seeded 
yet. Oatscoming upsiowly. Little done in corn. 
Only 50 per cent of the corn lands yet plowed. 

A Duluth dispatch states that Wednesday’s strong 
wind scattered the ice which had choked up the har- 
bor, and thirty-two vessels got into port and a 
cleared, carrying between 700,000 and 800,000 b 
wheat. The thirty-two yessels now loading will take 
out about 3,000,000 bu. It is claimed that most of 
the big stock of wheat in store at that point is owned 
in Europe and by Eastern exporters, and will be 
moved eastward very rapidly. 

Minneapolis: North of Grand Forks there has 
been practically nothing done. The ground is frozen 
there and weather continues very cold. With the 
best weather from this time forward, we think the 
acreage will be very much reduced in that section. 
Seeding is pretty well finished in Southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota. The ground is too cold, 
however, for anything to grow in the Northwest. 
Think the indications are ior smaller acreage and 
very late harvest. ; 

Fargo, N. D: The spring work is backward 
owing to thelate and wet spring. Seeding in the 
Ked River Valley Jegan April 21, but was inter- 
rupted by rain on the 25th. W ind shifting to the 
northwest the ground froze up, but the indications 
are that work will be resumed by April 30. There 
is not over 10 pt cent of the seeding done and about 
25 per centof the ground yet tobe plowed. The 
result of this will be a late harvest and consequently 
frosted wheat. With the most favorable weather 
now, only can the acreage equal that of last year.

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THE FIGHT FOR MISSOURL 


The Republicans are and have reason to 
be in high feather over the work of their 
State Convention. It was the best day’s 
work that has been done for their party in 
this State since the war. 

In this presidential year, with the Mce- 
Kinley tariff at the front, the force bill 
bobbing up behind it and Elder HARRISON 
instead of BLAINE at the head of their 
ticket, it will not be as casy asit might be 
in an ‘‘off year’’ for them to make an ag- 
gressive and winning campaign on State 
issues.

Although very little has been heard from 
Mr.Niedringhaus, the tin-plate Congressman 
from St. Louts,since his retirement to private 
life, his last Sunday’s performance in church 
shows that his zeal for the McKinley tariff in- 
stead of abating has gained fresh strength 
and vigor.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The writer was surrounded throughout his 
earlier life by Republican party influences

IN THE CONVENTION 


The City Contests Will Probably Be 
Decided There.

RECORDER CARLISLE WILL PASS ON 
ONLY TWO WARDS. 


Election Judge Hennessy’s Charges in the 
Fifteenth Will Be Ignored, as He 
Signed the Returns—Mr. Picot Writes 
a Sharp Card—Delegate Joe Rauer to 
Go to Chicago. 


Recorder of Voters James L. Carlisle stands 
to-day on his declared intention to take no 
notice of contests in wards where all the 
judges and clerks signed the returns. 
This decision makes the Fourth and 
the Twenty-fifth the only two wards 
to be passed on when the official count begins 
next week. The Twenty-sixth, which went 
for Dalton, is contested on the ground that 
the Dalton workers ousted a properly ap- 
pointed clerk and put their Own man 
in his place, Although affida- 
vits have been made, telling’ this 
story, they are being-held and have not been 
put before the Recorder. In the Twenty- 
fourth President James F. Dockery and Wm. 
Freudenau stick to their contest against the 
Dalton men, accusing them Of ballot-box 
stuffing. In the Fifteenth Wm. Hennessy, a 
Dalton judge, has made an affidavit that the 
returns which he signed were fraudulent, as 
the box had been stuffed, with his tacit con- 
sent, forthe Antis. This charge is denounced 
as a lie by Election Judges Ford, Schnelle and 
Election Clerk Charles Porter, who, Hen- 
nessy says, stuffed the boxes and altered the 
lists. The charges have not been placed be- 
fore the Recorder, but when they are they 
will establish nothing, asthey belongto the 
class of wards where the judges and clerks 
all sighed the returns. 

THE CONVENTION WILL DECIDE. 

All the contests will in the end come up 
before the convention to be decided, no mat- 
ter what the Recorder does. The wards in 
which he will not consider the contests in 
making the count will take their contests to 
the convention, and the parties in the 
Fourth and _ Eighth, against which 
he will decide when he pose over 
the returns, will do the same 
thing. The sagacious politicians of both 
sides who are experfenced in State conven- 
tion methods say that the Credentials Uom- 
mittee will seat both delegations from each 
of the contested wards, giving 
to each delegate half a vote. Itis not 
improbable that before Recarder Carlisle 
gets tothe court he will conclude, consider- 
ing the final decision of the contests, that he 
may as welltakeths City Counselor’s advice 
and send all the contests to the convention. 
Frank Estes, the Chairman of the Democratic 
Central Committee, wants him to do this, 
and his attitude, added to the influence of 
Counselor Marshball’s stand, may turn the 
wavering scale of the Recorder’s judgment, 


Recorder Carlisle’s Troubles. 
Leaving out Gen. James M. Lewis, Gov. 
Francis’ staff officer, who yielded to the blan- 
dishments of W. H. Swiftand went over to 
the Noonan side just in time to get a crush- 
ing defeat, Recorder James L. Carlisle is the 


most picturesque figure of the election. When 
he is not buried in poll lists and ballot- boxes, 
the Recorder is a Methodistand a pillar of the 
church. He dearly loves a camnp-meeting 
anda servive where the hymns are ‘‘lined 
out’’ to the congregation, and he would walk 
a hundred milesto getaway from fightingand 
turmoil. He wentinto the Recorder’s office 
thinking that it w6uld be a nice, quiet little 
piace like the pone Commissioner’s office. All 
this week his hair has been standing 
straight on end and his old black slouch hat, 
which he takes off and squeezes up when he 
gets excited, has assumed twenty different 
shapes. The charges and countercharges of 
fraud being made by the judgesand clerks 
worry him greatly, andto make his condl- 
tion worse he has got intoa disagreeable 
comtroversy with Louis DPD. Picot, one 
of his best friends about the loss of the 
Twenty-seventh Ward vote. Speaking of Mr. 
Picot toa reporter Recorder Carli$sie alluded 
tohimas an ‘‘impetuous Frenchman,’’ and 
the jocular description appeared in the paper 
as an ‘‘ambitious Frenchman.’’ This has 
irritated Mr. Picot and he pitches into Mr, 
Carlisle with a sharp card to-day. 

the Recorder declares that he will never 
hola another election under the new 
primary law unless there is a 
change made in the manner of 
appointing judges and clerks. ‘‘If I am to 
be the Recorder at a primary,’’ he said, ‘‘I 
want elther to appoint all the judges and 
clerks and so have all the responsibility, or I 
want to have nothingto do with it. By the 
law now, the Recoraer gets ali the responsi- 
bility of the appointments and has no dis- 
cretion. Why, when some of the judges 
came to me to be sworn I thought to myself 
that they were an awful lot of toughs, but 
what could Ido? ILhadtoappoint them. The 
people locked at them and said: ‘Just look 
at the kind of people Carlisie hes made 
judges and clerks?’ when really I had nothing 
to do with it.’’ 


Mr. Picot Blames Carlisle. 


The following letter was received to-day 
from Mr. Louis D. Picot, a judge of election 
inthe Twenty-seventh Ward, in regard to 
the mistake in getting the wrong poil-books 
for the ward:

In justice to myself 1 wish to makéa correction in 
regard to the Democratic primary election held last 
Wednesday in the Twenty-seventh Ward. 

Thursday evening’s POstT-DISPATCH contained an 
interview with Recorder Carlisle in which he said 
that I rushed into his office and picked up the wrong 
ballot box. I wentto Mr, Oarlisle’s office, and re- 
mained there some time, andI saw Mr. Carlisle in 
person and he told me to take the box out to the 
voting precinct. Oneofthe clerks in_ the office 
a out the box to meand said: **There’s your 


lfound on top of the box the keys and also the 
certificate of the judges and clerks signed by them. 
When lgot to Cheltenham! opened the box and 
found that it contained the wrong ballots and poll- 
books. latonce went to Beckville and found the 
right books there. One of the judges in Beckville 
whe brought out the ballot-box for that precinct 
said that he wasat the Recorder’s office before I 
was.

The Bill for the Purchase of Choctaw 
Lands Before the Senate. 


This morning A.’'L. Carson of Tuscola, I, 
T., passed through the city and stopped at 
the Southern. Mr. Carson sald: 

‘‘The people in my section of the coun- 
try are very much interested in the 
bill now before the Senate concerning 


the Choctaw lands. These linds are those 
just opened to settlement, and the question is 
whether or not they shall be paidfor. An 
appropriation was passed bythe last Con- 
gress of nearly $38,000,000, but the bill, while 
signed by the President, did not carry with 
it any money, as the President 
was given power to appar: or disapprove 
the deed as offered. ‘he Geed was not ap- 
proved, but now the Choctaws will make 
any deed that is reyguired. A fight has sprung 
up in the Senate against the bill on 
the ground of economy, | am 
now on my wer to Washington to 
aid in proving that the passage of the bill will 
not take money from, but add it to the 
treasury of the United States. The bill, it is 
true, provides for the payment of nearly 
$3,000,000 to the Choctaws, a valua- 
an acre for the 
also provides that 
the land shall be s01d at not less than $1.50 an 
acre. There are now on the ground far 
more than enough men to take all the land at 
the latter price. This showsthatthe Treas- 
ury wil gain and lose by 
the operation, but much opposition 
has been aroused by the belief 
that the billcalled for an expenditure with 
no return. The history of the caseis pe- 
cullar, The land was granted by the Choc- 
taws tothe United States intrust for such 
Indians as might be _ settled on it. A 
strict proviso was placed in the treaty 
that no whites, save those regul arly adopted 
into the tribes, should be allowed to settle on 
the ceded lands. The Cheyennes were 
located there, but afterwards removed 
when of course the lands reverted 
to the Choctaws, the trust having 
expired, Now these lands have been 
opened to settlement, and thousands of pre 
emptors are already onthe ground. But un- 
til the land is ceded by the Choctaws, titles 
are imperfect, as a treaty of the United 
States that is not in conflict with the 
constitution is superior to all later 
laws. A great many St. Louls men 
are deeply interested in the matter, as they 
lhoid large tracts of land, and want to have 
the matter decided. Until itis done titles are 
uncertain. Some of the new settlers have 
joined with the _ citizens of Guthrie 
and Okiahoma City in endeavor- 
in to secure the extension of 
the Frisco from Gepulpa westward, but the 
uncertainty of title stands:in the way. The 
uestion will be brought upinthe Senate on 
onday, and to-night a large delegation wiil 
ass through here on its way to Washington 
o urge the passage of the bill. If this is 
done at once there is no doubt that the entire 
country can be made tributary to St. Louls. 
The question will be debated Monday after. 
noon in the Senate.

Developments Expected to Follow Geo, | 
L. Forman’s “Boodle Affidavit.” 


ATTORNEY RASSIEUR DISCUSSES CUD- 
MORE AND BUS’ POSSIBLE ACTION. 


—_—_—_—_—_— 


A Personal Attack on Forman, Criminal 
Proceedings or a Special School Board 
Investigation Among the Contingen- 
cies—Forman Still in St. Louis—Last 
Night’s Stormy Board Meeting. 


Should Mr, George L. Forman of Chicago 
and School Directors Alex Cudmore and 
Henry Bus of St. Louis come face-to-face to- 
day, or in the near future, the friends of all 
the parties named believe that a very lively 
personal difficulty will follow, The trouble 
arises from the fact that Mr. Forman 
last night smeared blood all over 
the moon between him and 
Messrs. Cudmore and Bus, and that 
he then remained quietly in St. Louls, wait- 
ing apparently to see what the two latter 
were going to do about it. In an amdavit 
read before the School Board meeting last 
evening Mr. Forman, who is Vice-President 
of the Standard Elevator Co. of Chicago, 
made some very ugly ‘‘boodle’’ charges 
against School Directors Cudmore and Bus. 
The charges were read in the presence of 
those gentlemen, and were of such 
a nature as to provoke from 
Director Bus, seconded by Director 
Cudmore, the very plain countercharge that 
Mr. Forman was ‘‘aliar,a perjurer and a 
scoundrel..’ Mr. Forman was not present 
when he was thus denounced, and it was 
generally supposed that he had returned to 
Chicago yesterday after{making the ‘‘boodle’’ 
affidavit before his attorney, Mr. Leo Ras- 
sieur, 60 that Director Bus’ burning words’ 
did not exactly reach the bull’s-eye. But 
their utterance, following the reading of Mr. 
Forman ’s startling affidavit, causeda decid- 
ed sensation inthe School Board assembly- 
room. 

Mr. Forman had not returned to Chicago, 
however, and he is still in St. Louis. A Post- 
DISPATCH reporter calied at the Lindell Hotel 
this morning to see the gentleman who had 
stirred up Directors Bus and Cudmore to such 
a pitch, and who had also brought the latest 
School Board ‘‘boodle story’’ to sucha de- 
cisive climax. Mr, Forman’s room key was 
still up stairs, and he hotel clerk 
stated that Mr. Forman was then 
in his room, But a visit to 
the apartment proved that the Chicago man 
was not there, and it was not known when 
he bad gone out. The office of Attorney 
Rassieur was next Visited, and Mr. Rassieur 
stated that Mr. Forman had not as et 
shuwed up there. The attorney hadno idea 
where his client might be found, but In dis- 
cussing the results likely to follow Mr. For- 
man’s direct sworn charges of a boodle 
award of the elevator contract for the new 
Board of Education Building, Mr. Rassieur 
showed that he evidently appreciated the 
grave turn that bad been given tothe affair. 

FORMAN IS UNFLINCHING. 

In making suchcharges Mr. Rassieur said: 
‘*‘Mr. Forman must have seen, and I believe 
he fully recognized that fact, that he laid 
himself opento several very decided meth- 
ods of reply from Directors Cudmore and 
Bus, if they intend to make any conclusive 
response whatever to the charges. One of 
these contingencies is a personal attack upon 
Forman by the two men named. Their 
language last night was certainly much to 
the pointif followed up by corresponding 
action, Iifnota — attack upon the 
autbor of the boodle charges, itis only rea- 
sonable to expect that Directors Bus and 
Cudmore, presuming that they intend to 
maintain their innocence of the boodle 
charges, would at once commence criminal 
action against my client. This could 
be done either in the shape 
of swearing out a warrant against 
him for voluntarily makinga false affidavit, 
or for criminal libel. It fs but natural to sup- 
pose that innocent men would not be willing 
to rest under the charges made in Mr. For- 
man’s affidavit. But if Directors Cudmore 
and Bus should not wish to adopt the course 
outlined above, they have another open to 
to them. They can insist upon 
a full investigation by the 
School Board. to be conducted by 
certain members of that board whose verdict 
in the case would be beyond suspicion. What 
the gentiemen will do, however, I have no 
idea. I nonot even know, of my own Knowl- 
edge, if Mr. Forman is still in St. Louis, 

‘*He cameto my office yesterday and told 
me the nature of the afmidavit which 
he proposed to make and submit 
to the School Board, He fully ap- 
preciated the gravity of such action, 
and he was assistedin preparing the affida- 
vit by a gentieman in my office. I looked 
over the document after it was drawn up and 
it was then forwarded to the School Board. 
I suppose, of course, that Mr. Forman was 
exceedingly careful as to the allegations 
madein his affidavit, Knowing the serious 
consequences that would follow any mis- 
statement.’’ 

THE MEFTING. 

The special meeting of the School Board last 
evening which brought about the present 
threatening condition of affairs, wasa start- 
ling one. It had been called by Directors 
Brockman, McClain and Fisse, its avowed 
object being to receive communications 
touching on the proceedings of the Board or 
ofthe Bullding Committee, with regard to 
the procuring of tenders or  ilet- 
ting of contracts for heating and 
lighting the building mentioned, and three 
communications were received and read. One 
was an affidavit made by Geo, L. Forman, 
Vice-President of the Standard Elevator Uo, 
of Chicago, in which most serious charges 
were made against School Directors Bus and 
Cudmore. The affidavit was subscribed and 
sworn to before Leo Rassieur, notary public, 
who is also Mr, Forman’s attorney, and bore 
date of April 29, 1892. ItaMrmedthat on 
April. 7, 1892, the day when the elevator bids 
for the Board of Education building were 
Opened, affiant was informed that fraud and 
collusion existed In the award, or recom- 
mandation of award, of the contracts 
between certain members of the Build- 
ing Committee’s investigating sub-committee 
and two of the bidders for the elevator work. 
Afiant began an investigation of these 
charges, in the course of which he arranged 
a meeting with Director Alex Cudmore at the 
Lindell Hotel, April 8, at 11 o’clock a. m., 
and before that hour affant mentioned his 
faeprerome of fraud to the following persons, 
telling them that he proposed to make offers 


of money for the purpose of verifying the 


statement of the existence of fraud, if neces- 
sary: Messrs. N. O. Neilson, J. 
Worcester, Jr., of this city 
ell of Chicagoand W.N.G 

Then followed the story of aMant’s meet- 
ing with Director Cudmore at the Lindell, 
amMant stating that he told Cuamore that he 
knew it took money to secure the contract, 
and that he wanted to know what to do to 


get it. 

When the affidavit was read Director Bus 
arose and exclaimed in an excited manner: 

‘‘The man who made this accusationisa 
liar, a perjurer and ascoundrel. This Is a 
fight between elevator companies, and this 
man has his hirelings in the board to do his 
dirty work.’’ 

Director Cudmore followed Director Bus 
with a denial of the charges in the affidavit. 
Director Brady sussested that Bus and Cud- 
more make affidavits to their denials. 

Mr. Fisse’s motion to refer the matter to 
the Board Investigating Committee was car- 
ried, after an unavailing motion from Di- 
rector Kelly that the communication be on! 
filed and the matter settled in the courts. It

IN THE COURTS NOW 
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Capt. Joseph Zeller Files Suit Against 
His Missing Wife. 


HE ACCUSES HER OF ELOPING WITH 
CHARLES LEWIS. 


A Separation and the Custody ofthe Chil- 
dren Asked—Judge Dillon Opens Court 
Early to Try Divorce Cases—The Suit 
Against Rev. Kitwood’s Estate—Oivil 
Court News. 


The disappearance case Of Mrs, Elmira 
Zeller, wife of Capt. Joseph Zeller of Caron- 
delet, took a new turn this morning, when 
the husband filed suit for divorce. 

In his petition Capt. Zeller stated that she 
neglected her household duties and absented 
herself from home at unreasonable hours, 
Hie also alleged that she had borrowed 
money on his credit, and sold a portion of his 
property, and left the city in company with 
Charles Lewis. Zeller also charged infidelity 
against his wife. They were married, he 
says, Sept. 20, 1890, and lived together until 
April 10, 1892. The custody of the two chil- 
dren 1s also asked by him. 

Capt. Zeller isin command of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Co.’s transfer boat Missouri, 
which plies between the Illinois and Missouri! 
banks ofthe riverat Carondelet. For years 
the captain has resided in Carondelet with 
his wife and family, and they were Known to 
all in that section of the city. On the 
10th day of the present month 
Mrs. Zeller disappeared from her 
home, No. 7725 Michigan avenue, leaving her 
two children behind her. Atthe same time 
Charles Lewis, a machinist, living at No. 6909 
Pennsylvania avenue,. deserted his young 
wife and three children. It was afterward 
learned that Lewis had been in the habit of 
visiting Zeller’s house during the 
captain’s absence and it was soon whispered 
that the pair had eloped. Capt. Zeller and 
Mrs. Lewis took this view of the case and the 
captain advertised in the newspapers that he 
would no longer be responsible for his wife’s 
debts. In his suit for divorce filed to-day, it 
willalso be noticed that he charges Mrs, 
Zeller with leaving the city in Lewis’ com- 
pany. 


The Kitwood Cass. 

The hearing of the claim for allowance of 
Mrs. Phillis Walker Kitwood, widow of Rev. 
Peter Kitwood, late pastor of the Bethel 
Mission, was setin Judge Valliant’s court’to- 


day. Rev. Kitwood, or Capt. Kitwood, as he 
was called, died April 30, 1890, two years ago 
to-day. Foranumber of years he had been 
in charge of the Bethel Mission at 
Olive street and the Levee, and was 
belleved by his most intimate friends 
to bea bachelor. Inhis will he disposed of 
an estate of about $20,000 without making 
mention ofa family. W.W. Carpenter was 
executor of the estate, which was being 
settied up in the Probate Court when a 
widow’s claim was presented about a year 
ago. The claimant lives in England, and 
supported her claim as the widow of the 
deceased preacher by a marriage 
certificate which was forwarded. It is stated 
that Kitwood left his wife and four children 
forty yearsago. The present action is the 
claim of the widow for allowance pending 
the settlement ofthe estater It is brought 
under the stature which allows the 
widow $400 and the support of her- 
self and family. The defense 
offered that she cannot recover, being a 
non-resident. The question is one which has 
not been tested in this State before. Probate 
Judge Woerner ruied that the widow was 
entitled to the allowance, and the case was 
appealed to the Circuit Court by the execu- 
tor’s attorney, William T, Woerner, who isa 
son of the Judge of the Probate Court.  Kit- 
wood left property in Missouri, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. The hearing of the case by Judge 
Valliant went over until this afternoon, an 
appeal case froma justice court occupying 
the attention of the court during the fore- 
noon session,

She charged abuse, drunkenness and failure 
to support. 

Caroline Sittig obtained a decree of legal 
separation from Ferdinand P. Sittig, whom 
she married in July, 1868, at California, Mo. 
She alleged thathe deserted herin August, 
1868. 

Bertha Hoek charged desertion and failure 
tosupport against Edward Hock and was 
granted adivorce andthe custody of their 
child, Bertha. The parties were married 
June 8, 1886, and lived together until Oct. 16, 
1888, 

Sidonia Stemp was deserted by George

THE WORLD OF ART. 


—_ 


What the British Royal Academy Will 
Present. — 


OVER THIRTY THOUSAND OFFERINGS TO 
SELECT FROM. 


A Melancholy Mass of Lost Labor That 
Baffles Aspiration—Some of the Lead- 
ing Canvases Described—-A Nude Re- 
jected in the Paris Salon—Literary 
Matters—The Stage. 


Lonpon, April 30.—The amazing fertility of 
production which has of recent years been a 
feature of doubtful merit in the life of British 
art, hasthis year shown nosignof slacken. 
ing. The ‘‘Hanging Committee’’ of the 
academy have never been more burdened 
with the work of _ selection. Report 
said that noless than 31,000subjects have been 
sent in, and although this was an exaggrega- 
tion, the total number rejected, which was 
close on 6,000, implies a melancholy mass of 
lost labor and baflled aspiration. Doubtless 
much good work has been overlooked in 
selection, and it is also absolutely certain 
thatthe exhibition has gained nothing in 
value by the presence of many dull and crude 
specimens which would find a place in no 
national exhibition of art works except here. 

It is always impossible to ascertain how so 
many badly handled and visibly amateurish 
canvases are admitted into the academy. 
Much work of splendid quality is rejected, 
and the reason can often be traced to clique 
jealousies, or variance between art schools, 
other than causes which genius with time on 
its side canovercome. But the unmitigated 
woodenness, the blank, inartistic dulluess, 
which is obvious eventothe untutored eye 
in a good proportion of the efforts after art 
in each year’s academy leaves the process of 
selection a mystery. some of the best of the 
illustrious sixty-eight which have the honor 
of adding R. A. or A. R. A. to their names do 
not exhibit. 

Burne Jones is still 111 and can send nothing. 
We miss also Thomas Woolner, G. W. Leslie, 
H. H. Armstead, C. B. Birch, E. Armitage, 
T. Brock, G. F. Watts and Seymour Lucas. 
Others of the recognized masters are less rep- 
resented than usual, and their absence has 
nota compensation in the redundant pres- 
ence even of their compeers. Thus, the 
President, Sir Frederick Leighton, has five 
canvases, showing his wonderful versatility, 
no doubt, but Calderon has only one, Millais 
two, W. Marsden one and Dick Sobet his 
diploma picture. 

THE LEADERS. 

Indicating what will probably be the pic- 
tures of the year, Millais’ landscape, *‘ Blow, 
Blow, Thou Wintry Wind;’’ Orchardson’s 
‘*‘Napoleon at Longwood,’’ Pettie’s ‘*Uiti- 
matum,’’ River’s ‘*Dead Hector’’ and Water- 
house’s ‘‘Revenge of Circe’’ can be selected. 
The two first mentioned take precedence of 
anything in the Academy for nearly every- 
thing that distinguisbes a great work of art. 
Millais’ subject is a.snowclad Highland 
moor. In the foreground a tall pine, its 
branches tossing in the storm; underned@th 
the tree a woman clasping a child to her 
bosom, while the figure of a man vanishing 
in the distance completes the story. The 
wind-swept moor and storm-tossed pine, the 
sense of desolation conveyed inthe general 
treatment, makes the painting one of the 
most effective the artist has yet produced. 

‘*Orchardson’s Napoleon’ ’deals with an epi- 
sode sequent to the ‘*‘Napoleon Aboard the 
Bellerophen,’’ which he exhibited at a recent 
academy. ‘ithe scene is a meagerly furnished 

apartment at Longwood, St. Etna. The im- 
prisoned conqueror is standing over a heap 
of maps upon the floor, his foot is on one, his 
sword on another, while he dictates to his 
secretary the history of hiscampaign. Each 
detail has abundant meaning in this superb 
picture, broad intreatment and simple yet 
forcible in conception. 

Of Sir Fred Leighton’s five pictures the 
largest in point of size is his ‘‘Garden of the 
Hesperides’’ and his finestin execution is a 
small study calied ‘‘Clytie.’’ ‘small as this 
latter picture Is compared with the Pres!i- 
dent’s other pictures, it is more 
dramatic. The sun is setting be- 
hind mountain slopes, the heavens 
are heavy with clouds, there is gloom and 
menacein the air, while low down onthe 
terrace of a marble temple, Clytie with arms 
outstretched invokes, seemingly in vain, the 
help of Apollo. The same artist’s ‘*Garden 
of Hesperides’’ isa splendid rendering of the 
classic myth, marvelously rich in color, 
brilliant, spirited, fullof the glowof life, 
without being sensuous. The subject will 
not take with it the general public so well as 
his other canvas, ‘‘The Sea Gave up its 
Dead.’’ 

Rivier’s ‘‘Dead Hector’’ isa grimly im- 
pressive study. The stricken warrior lies on 
a sandy beach while round him prowls a pack 
of ravening wolf-like dogs. Some influence 
seems torestrainthem from getting at their 
prey. The blue' sea in the background 
heightens the weird effect of the picture. 

Alma Tadema has two portraits, that of 
Waterhouse, RK. A., and another the Arch- 
deacon of Durham. 

Caldern’s ‘‘Farewell’’ represents a naval 
officer in uniform of the last century parting 
with his sweetheart. The painting is hardly 
likely toattractthe notice which his saint 
Elizabeth of last year obtained. 

G. H. Baighton, well known to American 
visitors here, contributes two fine snow 
landscapes. The larger is ‘‘The Home 
Light,’’ which shows a stalwart laborer, 
with his baby on shoulder and wite trudging 
behind, drawing near their home. A small

His first appointment 
was at Morris, N. Y., where he remained tn- 
til his elevation to the episcopacy in 1867. He 
was elected Bishop of Missour! in 1868, but 
declined, preferring to devote himself to In- 
dian missions inthe far West. Onthe death 
of Bishop Robertson in 1886 he was again 
chosen Bishop of this diocese and assumed 
charge in September of that year.

M’CANN SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


The Jury in the Bartender’s Case Acquit 
: Him of the Charge of Murder. 


After deliberating three hours yesterday 
afternoon the jury in the murder case of 
James McCann rendered a verdict declaring 
him not guilty. Thetrial was shorter than 
was expected. Attorneys on both sides 
thought the hearing of testimony would take 


two days and to-day was fixed for the argu- 
ments. Thirty witnesses were called, about 
eight for the State and the remainder for the 
defense. Most of McCann’s witnesses were 
summoned to prove his good character, but 
after the main witnesses had testified 
the defendant’s attorneys did not con- 
sider it necessory to hear them 
and closed their case at about noon yester- 
day. Chester H,. Krum spoke forthe defense 
and dwelt upon the theory of self-defense 
which was Well brought out in their evidence. 
He spoke of the good character and general 
popularity of McCann who has 
een a down town bartender twelve years 
ana of the desperate character ef Gorham 
and of the class of men with whom he was a 
favorite. Gov. Charles P. Johnson spoke for 
two hours and attempted to convince the 
ury by areview of the testimohy that the 
liling was a cold biooded and deliberate 
murder, The jury retired at 3 o’clock to con- 
sider and returned at6éo’clock with a ver- 
dict. Atthe first ballot the majority were in 
favor of acquittal, and in three hours they 
Ss the minority over to their side. 
McCanh was charged with murder in the 
first aoeres for killing Hugh J. Gorham in 
James A, Cronin’s saloon, 10138 Market street, 
Oct. 6. Gorbam,for some years, was a saloon 
keeper at Seventh and Market streets. He 
sold out to Martin Henry in wap rew bet for 
$1,800 cash and on the night of the sale he 
went on a drunk in the company of McCann 
andtwo6 others. During the night he fre- 
quently displayed a $1,000-bill and the next 
morning he discovered he had Jost it or it had 
been stolen from him. He suspected McCann 
the theft and _ sg50 charged him, 
He made frequent calls on MeCann 
and demanded the money, McCann always 
denied all Knowledge of the disappearance of 
the bill but Gorham had convinced himself 
MCCanfi hadtakenit. On the night of Oct 
5, he Went into @ saloon on Seventh and 
Pine strets and said he Was going to see Mc: 
Cann ai.d get $1,000 or MeCann’s lie. He 
Walked to Furber’s saloon, made another 
demand of McCann and then shot at him, 
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Cronin’s saloon, 1003 Market street, only five | 
minutes after Gorham had been 

bailed out by Cronin, McCann, 

on seeing Gorham, drew a_e revolver 

and asked him if he could shoot as well as he 

had only twelve hours before. He fired be- 

fore Gorham could reply, and as his enemy 

staggered and fell he fired four more Dullets 

into his body. McCann bas beenin jail since 

Oct. 15, nearly six months, 


Mr. A. M, BLANCHARD, the portrait artist, 
has returned from a Western tour and is at 
his studio, 418% Olive street.
